American Federation of Labor, In an- 
nual convention yesterday, unanimous- 
ly adopted - a resolution calling upon 
the president of the United States "to 
insist that tho Colorado coal opera- 
tors Immediately comply with the fed- 
eral plan of settlement" of the strike 
In that state and "in the event they 
refuse, he take such steps as are nec- 
essary to have a receiver appointed 
for tho purpose of taking over the 
mines affected and operate lliem In 
the Interest of the people, under fed- 
eral supervision, until such time as 
the civil and political rights of tho 
people are established." 


The resolution was reported to tho 


convention by the committee on 
the 


and was 
The con- 


vention expressed sympathy for the 
strikers nnd assured them support un- 
til tho strike- Is settled. 


The convention also, adopted by a 


vote of 160 to 323 a resolution raising 
the salary of the president of tho fed- 
eration from 55000 to $7500 a year and 
that of the secretary from $4000 to 
$5000. 
President Gompors, before tho 


matter was put to a .vote,, asked the 
delegates not to vote the increase. 


In regard to the trouble within the 


ranks of the organized mine workers 
In 11 on tana, the convention Instructed 
the executive council of tho federation 
to use Its efforts to bring about In- 
dustrial amity and union solidarity in 
that state.

provements in the federal steamboat 
Inspection services and favored a re- 
tirement law for superannuated fed- 
oral employes. 


In 
connection with the executiva 


council's action in supporting the 1m- 


: migration bill before congress con-

there would be a Mood of migration 
from military-dominated countries and 
that tho most undesirable would bo 
aided to come.

"Hungry soldier can't fight much, gen- 
eral," he said, Thore had been an in- 
terruption in the southern army's food 
supply, and ho was very hungry. 


The poor Confederate private didn't 


know it," perhaps, but all of the world's 
great strategist.1* agree and huve agreed 
with him. it is a military axiom that 
a poorly fed soldier Is half heatcn be- 
fore-he fires a gun, although he may 
fight with desperation for the enemy's 
rations as well as for Ills own life. 


That Is why, tn the gigantic Euro- 


pean war, all the general staffs are 
laying- BO much stress on the Impor- 
tance of keeping1 up clear, straight, un- 
interrupted lines of communications 
for their armies. To feed the German 
forces fighting fn France and Belgium 
hundreds of trains a day have heen sent 
across the Franco-German and Belgo- 
German frontiers. To insure tho food 
supply' of the British force on the con- 
tinent Great Britain has kept ft largo 
fraction of her navy in Die Hnglish 
.channel so that the supply ships may 
be safe from attack by German naval 
vessels. 


Food the Deciding Factor In War. 


Even more than ammunition, per- 


haps, food is tho deciding factor in this 
war and In other wars, 
JSvcry nerve 


and every muscle are worked liard in 
the effort to keep 'the men in the field 
.supplied with rations. 
When possible 


fresh food is furnished, and Die camp 
kitchens with which every army is 
equipped are kept busy dy 
: corps of 


trained military cooks. 
.Men are de- 


tailed to perform the necessary menial 
duties, and In an amazingly short tEme 
after camp Is pitched the soldiers havo 
their hot soups and envory stews. 


But when there Is interruption In tho 


work of bringing up the provisions or 
tho 
country rewards foraging 
with 


scanty supplies the soldiers call upon 
their emergency rations. 
Especially in 


the German army has the matter of 
emergency rations reached a high state 
of perfection. 
An observer-In n, Bel- 


gian city remarked recently how the 
skirts of the coats of the marching 
German soldiers flared at the bottom. 
They seemed to stand away from thft 
egs of the men instead of dapping 
about their "underpinnings," 
Inquiry 


disclosed the fact that -sewed in tho 
skirts of the coats were emergency ra.- 
tlons, sawing materials, "bandages, etc. 
Ho careful of littlo things Is tho justly 
praised German military, efficiency! 
How the German Soldiers Are Fed. 


Commenting on the matter of feed- 


ing the soldiers in the Held, an Ameri- 
can army officer attached to the gen- 
eral 
ataff 
in Washington- said 
re- 


cently: 


"Tho German soldiers are living on 


soup and hard bread. 
If tho supply of 


meat and onions Is good the soup is 
thick; If It la small the soup is thin. 
The fewer utensils an army carries the 
better It Is fed, BEg cauldrons packed 
wltli meat find vegetables mean more 


sustenance than pots ana pans nnd 
bake ovens. 
Tho motive power that 


would be required In carrying frying 
pans, broiling irons and baking dishes 
can be better used in hauling meat, 
potatoes and onions. Stow every day 
is better than planked steak and mash- 
ed potatoes every other day." 


"Rations, as the daily food supply 


of tho" soldier Is known, vary in each 
country according to racial tastes or 
climatic conditions," says tho Scien- 
tific American. "Thus tho meat ration 
of Franco la quite different from that 
of Germany, 
The dally field ration of 


tho German army Is as follows: 


'Seven hundred and fifty grams of 


fresh bread or 500 grams of biscuit. 


Three 
hundred 
nnd 
seventy-five 


grains of raw meat (fresh or salted), 
or 200 grams of smoked beef, pork, 
mutton, bacon or meat sausage. 


"One hundred and twenty-live grams 


of rice (groats)^ or 250 grams of pulse 
or flour, or 1,500 grams of potatoes. 


"Twenty-five grams of salt. 
"Twenty-five grams of coffee (roast- 


ed), or thirty grams of>coffce (green), 
or three grams of tea and seventeen 
grams of sugar." 
The Frenchman's Ration. 


The French foot soldier carries three 


rations in his haversack when'he starts 
out. It consists of thirty-three ounces 
of bread, 
nine ounces • of , preserved 


meat and five and one-half ounces of 
"groceries"—that Is, onions, aaK, pep- 
per, garlic, and spices. 
The Russian 


infantryman carries bread. enough, for 
two days nnd a half. French cavalry- 
men carry supplies for one day. The 
Russian mounted man carries enough 
for one day. 
Generally apeaklng, cav- 


alry do not carry as much In the way 
of emergency rations as infantrymen 
do. sinco it is held that they can more 
easily reach bases of -supply. 


A soldier Is supposed to carry 200 


cartridges, weighing-, with belts, close 
to twenty pounds, or five times as much 
as his food for, three days. 


Besides being provided every day 


with a complete, day's rations, every 
British soldier carries in his haversack 
what is known as an "emergency ra- 
tion," 
Ft consist of a small tin cylin- 


der, divided into two compartments and 
weighing twelve .ounces. . One com- 
partment contains four ounces of cocoa 
paste, the other four 
> ounces of con- 


centrated meat.. The ration must be 
produced on parades and at daily in- 
spections,, so that young, Inexperienced 
soldiers wlio do not favor tho emer- 
gency "provender" may bs certain to.

How Armies Are Supplied. 


"There are two metnods of supplying 


an army In the Held," says the Scien- 
tific- American— - 


"1. By consignments of supplies for- 


warded by the service of tho line of 
communfcationa and 


"2. By utilizing tho resources of the 


country. 


"It la generally necessary to utilize 


to the fullest extent tho food, especially 
the forage available in the theater of 
operations. 
In former times tho In- 


vader possessed ,the right of booty and 
pillage, the resort to which waa most 
unfortunate for the nrmy, as It em- 
bittered the population anrl compro- 
mised tho safety of tho troops In an 
enemy's country, and fn the event of 
any real or imagined Injury being done 
them, It gave rise to redress and re- 
prisals. 


"Jt furthermore caused the Interrup- 


tion of all commercial transactions, 
and stores were not offered for sale, as 
private individuals were compelled to 
submit their supplies to the rapacity 
of tho enemy. These evils were in a 
measure remedied by not taking di- 
rectly from private Individuals, but by 
making upon tho civil officials certain 
demands called 
requisitions, 
for 
a 


specified quantity of supplies neces- 
sary for the troops. The local author- 
ities 
could 
apportion 
the 
demand 


among tho Inhabitants, according to 


the known means of each, or could pro- 
cure the stores by purchase. 
The 


former practice of spoliation thus as- 
sumed the milder form of a war tax, 
regularly ordered and collected. 
This 


eventually led to tho practice of giv- 
ing1, receipts for tbc stores delivered, 
and the Indemnity for tho same was 
the next innovation. ' All these modifi- 
cations were/of course, only Introduced 
after a great Interval of time. 


"Requisitions have been defined as de- 


mands for necessary supplies and aerv- 
ices made on the Inhabitants of certain 
districts or localities 
through, their 


civil authorities to satisfy the req.ulre- 
ments of an1 army. They are accom- 
panied by force, if It is necessary.to 
resort to such extreme measures, to ex- 
act the fulfillment of the demands, 


'During1 the Franco-Prussian war of 


1S70-1 the Germans obtained by req- 
uisitions In France one-third of the 
food supplies and forage required for 
their large armies, and tho receipts 
given for these supplies stated that 
they would bo paid for by the van- 
quished. 


'Billeting or Quartering.—Supplies of 


food are, as a rule, to bo found for sev- 
eral days In every town or village, and 
each householder usually has a suf- 
ficient quantity to provide his family 
for a few days. Consequently at least 
the same number of soldiers as there 
ore Individuals In the household can 
obtain subsistence there for n day or 
.wo. 


"An exception should always be mad» 
n favor of tho poorer classes, who'at 
the best of times are barely able to 
provide for their own families. 


"The following exceptions arc usu- 


ally made: 


"First.—Any.householder who hag en- 


.ertalned a wounded man In his house 
la 'exempted from the quartering1 of 
soldiers' Cartlclo 5, Geneva convention 
of 1S64, acceded to by United States, 
March 1, 1882). 


"Second.—Charitable institutions, hos- 


pitals, asylums for aged and 
Infirm, 


religious communities of women, un- 
protected women and educational Insti- 
tutions for girls should not havo troops 
billeted upon them. 


"The advantage of this system Is that 


the men at the end of a day's march 
find their meal ready cooked and pre- 
pared. 
The disadvantages are that H 


causes very great dispersion and sepa- 
ration of the different units."
